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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,5,9, 17 and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kobayashi et 
al, Hashizume and Ishida et al do not teach all the specific elements and the specific 
combinations including a set of lenses wherein each lens has the height that is 
approximately 1 .5 times the width as set forth in claims 1,5,9,17 and 21 .
